*Current requirements for Train the Trainer certification, necessary for company
“in-house” GIBMP training, include unrealistic class prior notices, inconvenient
apprenticeship sessions and unnecessary teaching evaluations; they are serious
impediments to training 30,000 industry professionals in 3800 companies by
January 1, 2014, the statutory deadline for GIBMP training of fertilizer
applicators. Without revision, current Train the Trainer certification requirements
will restrict the number of available trainers and result in a loss of industry jobs.

Regulatory oversight for Green Industries Best Management
Practices training consolidated within DACS would eliminate duplication of
agency services and create greater efficiency in regulatory oversight.

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Business Regulation in Other States

Overview

Marked states (X) require at least one of the following: registration, licensure, certification, or
fees. This survey was created through cursory review of state statutes.

Business Regulation: Most states require the businesses listed to collect sales taxes, etc., and to
comply with basic business and employer rules (unemployment insurance, etc). The survey does
not count this as regulation.

Statutory Requirements: States with statutory requirements or limitations, but no regulatory
framework, are not marked. These states rely on contractual penalties (making a contract
voidable, 3x recovery, etc.) to enforce the statutes and provide for consumer protection. Often
these states also list violation of the relevant statutes as an unfair trade practice, exposing the
business to enforcement from the attorney general’s office.

e This is similar to how Florida treats Commercial Weight Loss Programs (see ss. 501.057-
501.0581, F.S. In this case, the DOACS may investigate and seek civil remedies in
addition to the state attorney’s ability to seek remedies for unfair and deceptive trade
practices.

Title Acts: For some professions, states may have voluntary title acts governing who may use a
specified title. For these states, a professional could offer the same services without submitting to
licensure as long as they do not use the specified title, thus these states are not marked.

Local Regulation: Often, local governments license and/or regulate professwns This review
does not include such regulation.

Notable Approaches

Certified Public Accountants

¢ Florida is one of 32 states licensing CPAs.

o About 10 states offer a lower tier of accountant licensing.

o The following states have voluntary CPA title acts (allowing others to perform

accounting services without licensure, as long as they do not call themselves CPAs):
o Alabama, Alaska, Arizona, Colorado, Delaware, Georgia, Hawaii, Illinois,

Kansas, Minnesota, Montana, North Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania,
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Washington, & Wyoming

Alcohol & Tobacco
e Every state regulates alcohol and tobacco in some way.
e There are two general approaches to regulation:
o 18 ‘Control’ states limit the whole- and retail sale of alcohol to state-controlled
businesses.

o 32 “License” states, including Florida, do not participate in the sale of alcohol
beverages and regulate through the issuance of licenses to industry members that
do business within their states.

e In Nevada, liquor licenses are issued by counties.



Business Regulation in Other States

Animal Carcass Haulers
o The majority of states (43) specifically regulate the transportation of animal carcasses and
diseased animals to avoid food contamination.

Architects
e Every state licenses architects.

Asbestos Abatement
o The majority of states (45) regulate asbestos abatement.

Athlete Agents
e The majority of states (43) license athlete agents.
o Forty states, including Florida, have adopted the Uniform Athlete Agents Act.
o California, Michigan and Ohio have enacted their own athlete agent licensing scheme.

Auctioneer Apprentices
o Florida is one of 15 states licensing auctioneer apprentices.

Auctioneers

o A slight majority of states (31) license auctioneers.

e Motor vehicle and real estate auctions are typically legislated separately. These are not
included in the comparison.

e Some states limit licensure requirements depending on the type of merchandise
auctioned:

o New Mexico (jewelry), Iowa (livestock), Kansas (new goods), New York (wine,
livestock).

Maryland requires registration.
California repealed auctioneer licensing in 1992.
Several states, including Connecticut, Hawaii, Missouri & Nevada, allow municipalities
to regulate and license auctioneers. Some of these states appear to do so in lieu of state
regulation; others allow additional regulation.

Barbers
¢ Every state licenses barbers.
¢ Several states, including New Jersey, Utah, Virginia & Washmgton regulate barbers
through the same boards regulating cosmetologists.

Boxing, Kickboxing & Mixed Martial Arts
* A majority of states (47) regulate boxing, kickboxing, and/or martial arts.
e Federal law requires states to oversee professional boxing matches, so the three states
without a boxing commission cannot host fights, unless another state oversees it.
e Although Alaska has an Athletic Commission with jurisdiction over boxing, it has been
inactive since 2002, and there are currently no licensure requirements.
e Maine was deregulated in 2007.



Business Regulation in Other States

Building Code Inspectors
o Every state licenses building code inspectors.

Business Opportunities
e About half of the states (26) license or register sellers of business opportunities.
e Georgia, Ohio and Virginia have statutory requirements for the sale of business
opportunities, including disclosure requirements, but do not require licensure or
registration.

Registered Cattle Brands
e The majority of states (42) register cattle brands.

Charitable Organizations
o Thirty nine states license or require registration of charitable solicitations.
o Thirty six states accept the Unified Registration Statement (URS), a consolidated

application. Florida is one of three states requiring registration, but not accepting the
URS

Child Labor
o Thirty one states regulate child entertainment.
o Half of the states (25), including Florida, require a special work permit.
o Florida is one of 14 states that do not require general employment certificates for minors.

Community Association Managers
¢ Florida is one of 7 states licensing community association managers.

Condominiums
o Every state regulates the formation and termination of condominiums. States vary in the
degree to which they regulate day-to-day operations.
e Many states have adopted one of several uniform laws governing condominiums:
o 14 states have adopted the Uniform Condominium Act of 1980.
o At least 9 states have adopted the Uniform Common Interest Ownership Act of
1994 (UCIOA), with at least 3 adopting the 2008 updated UCIOA.

Dance Studios
e Florida is one of 11 states regulating dance studios.
e Several states, including Colorado, North Carolina and Ohio rely on contractual damages
and prosecution of unfair and deceptive trade practices in lieu of a licensing scheme:
Some states legislate dance studio contracts as ‘prepaid entertainment contracts.’
Rhode Island regulates dance studios as health clubs and requires registration.

Electrical Contractors
e A majority of states (43) license electrical contractors.
e Indiana, Missouri & Pennsylvania regulate electrical licensing at the local level.



Business Regulation in Other States

Employee Leasing Companies
e Thirty one states license employee leasing companies.
e States that do not have specific licensing requirements for employee leasing companies
often have applicable regulations concerning treatment of the companies or employees
for health and unemployment insurance and taxes.

Engineers
e Every state licenses engineers.

Fair Rides

o The majority of states (42) license or register fair rides.

* Some states, including Minnesota, have statutory insurance and inspection requirements,
but no licensing requirements. Minnesota, especially, relies on industry enforcement,
along with allowing local governments to regulate further.

e Arizona has a statutory list of requirements for far ride operators and allows local
governments to license and tax the operation.

Montana provides lists of owner and passenger responsibilities.
North Dakota requires operators file an affidavit of inspection and insurance with the
local government.

o Wyoming requires a local license, but gives local governments discretion as to whether to
require inspection.

Farm Labor Contractor
e Florida is one of 16 states licensing farm labor contractors.

Feral Swine Trappers :
o Florida is one of 3 states licensing feral swine trappers.

Food Establishments
e Every state licenses food establishments.

Game Promotions
e While the majority of states have statutory restrictions on what constitutes a sweepstakes
and what legal requirements must be met, only 7 states require advance registration or
bonding.
e The following states treat violations of statutory restrictions as unfair trade practices:
. .0 Arkansas, Colorado, Connecticut, Hawaii, lowa, Maryland, and Oregon
¢ North Carolina specifically forbids electronic sweepstakes.

Harbor Pilots
e About half of the states (26) license harbor pilots.

Health Studios



Business Regulation in Other States

o Florida is one of 8 states licensing health studios. Many others have statutory restrictions
on health studio contracts.

o The following states treat violations of statutory restrictions as unfair trade practices or
impose contractual consequences for violations of statutory restrictions (voidable contract
at option of consumer, triple damages for successful consumer suit) or impose criminal
penalties:

o California, Georgia, [llinois, lowa, Massachusetts, & South Carolina

¢ Some states, including lowa, Louisiana & New York, require new clubs to keep
prepayments in an escrow account or to post a security bond with the attorney general’s
office.

Home Inspectors
s About half of the states (26) license home inspectors.
+ The following states treat violations of statutory restrictions as unfair trade practices:
o California, Montana, Pennsylvania,

» Virginia offers a voluntary asbestos, lead and mold certification program. While home
inspectors are not required to be licensed or registered, they cannot call themselves
certified or their inspections certified unless they have participated in the program.

o Washington began requiring licensure in 2009.

Homeowners’ Associations
e Like Florida, many states provide statutory requirements for the creation and operation of
homeowners’ associations, but do not actively regulate or license.
e Only two states require licensure or registration.
o Maryland requires the clerk of court to maintain a depository of homeowners
‘association documents. The clerk is authorized to collect fees from the
associations. :
o Nevada homeowners’ associations must register with an ombudsmen and pay
fees.

Interior Designers

o Florida is one of 5 states licensing interior designers.

o The following states have voluntary title acts. While not required to be licensed or
registered, practitioners cannot use the title ‘registered interior designer’ unless they are
registered:

o Alabama, Arkansas, California, Connecticut, Georgia, Illinois, Towa, Kentucky,
Maine, Maryland, Minnesota, Missouri, New Jersey, New Mexico, New York,
Oklahoma, Tennessee, Virginia, & Wisconsin.

o Due to a court case, this is the same way residential interior designers are treated
in Florida.

e While Texas’s professional registration program is also voluntary, its board has the
authority to require business entities register to provide interior design services.

e Michigan publishes a list of interior designers, but does not offer registration,
certification or licensure.

e Indiana began requiring registration in 2009.
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Intrastate Movers

Thirty seven states license intrastate movers.

Landscape Architects

The majority of states (41) license landscape architects.
The following states have voluntary title acts. While not required to be licensed or
registered, practitioners cannot use the title ‘landscape architect’ unless they are
registered:.
o Illinois, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Montana, New Jersey, Virginia,
Washington & Wisconsin

Lodging

Every state licenses lodging.

Mobile Home Parks

Florida is one of 14 states licensing mobile home parks.
The following states restrict contractual agreements between mobile home park operators
and tenants (much like Florida treats landlord/tenant relationships), but do not require any
registration or fees:
o Alaska, Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, lowa, Kansas, Maryland, Montana, New

Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, Oregon, Virginia and Washington
Arizona requires park managers complete an education requirement, but only get
involved if a tenant complains that the manager will not produce proof of such education.
Delaware does not appear to require registration or fees to set up a mobile home park, but
it does require recordkeeping and reporting (for tax purposes) and has several programs
helping mobile home owners.
Utah’s health department may provide sanitation rules for mobile home parks.
Vermont requires mobile home parks to report statistics annually and to pay an associated
fee.
Wisconsin requires mobile home parks be licensed locally.

Mold Related Services

Florida is one of 6 states licensing mold-related services.

Motor Vehicle Repair Shops

Florida is one of 9 states licensing motor vehicle repair shops.
The following states treat violations of statutory restrictions as unfair trade practices:

o Alaska, Colorado, Delaware, Illinois, Maine, Maryland, New Hampshire, North

Carolina, Oregon, Tennessee, Washington

Some states, including Alaska, Illinois and Maryland, also give their attorneys general
authority to inspect records.
Alaska requires shops disclose the following: “Motor vehicle repair trade practices are
regulated by Alaska Statutes 45.45.130--45.45.240, administered by the Alaska
Department of Law.”
Colorado also criminalizes certain practices.
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Ohio, Rhode Island and Texas regulate body shops only.

Rhode Island allows local licensing of repair shops in certain cities.

Texas requires repair shops maintain records of their repairs for 5 years.
Washington requires agencies give notice of its statutes to vehicle owners (when
registering) and repair shops (when registering for tax collection purposes)

Pari-Mutuel Wagering

In states that have authorized pari-mutuel wagering, it is licensed.

Pawnshops

Thirty five states license pawnbrokers or pawnshops.
‘While Utah does not require licensure, it does require pawnbrokers submit records for
every transaction to a state-wide database and pay $250 annually to maintain the
database.
Arkansas and Montana require pawnbrokers to maintain records.
Connecticut, Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri,
Nebraska, New Mexico, New York, Rhode Island, Vermont, and Wisconsin require local
municipalities license pawnshops and provide minimum licensing criteria.

o Idaho also requires local licensure, but does not provide minimum criteria.

o Wisconsin also offers a statewide pawnbroker license.
Colorado, Georgia, Nevada, New Hampshire, North Dakota, South Dakota, Washington
and Wyoming allow local municipalities to license pawnshops. '

o Colorado, New Hampshire, South Dakota, Washington and Wyoming also

provide additional requirements on financing and recordkeeping.

Montana and Virginia allow local governments to limit the number of local pawnshops.

Geologists

Thirty states license geologists.

Louisiana began requiring licensure in the summer of 2010. :
Geologist certification in Alaska is based solely upon the registration requirements of the
American Institute of Professional Geologists. Certifications have no expiration date and
require no renewal fees. Initial certification is $50.

Some states limit licensure to those remediating contamination, such as underground
storage tanks: Connecticut, lowa, Massachusetts

Some states, including Colorado, Michigan and Oklahoma, have statutory requirements
for persons preparing or reviewing certain geologic reports or data in specific instances
The following states do not require licensure, but do include minimum education and
Virginia has a voluntary licensure program. Unlicensed geologists may not advertise
themselves as state-certified.

Surveyors & Mappers

Every state licenses surveyors and mappers.

Real Estate Professionals

Every state licenses real estate professionals.
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Restaurants
e Every state licenses restaurants.
e States vary in the delegation of license, inspection and enforcement activities. Often all
food establishments are licensed by one state agency. Local inspections are also common.

Concealed Firearms

¢ The majority of states require a permit to carry a concealed firearm.

e Alaska and Arizona do not require concealed permits, but do offer them for residents who
seek reciprocity in other states. Arizona stopped requiring concealed permits in the
summer of 2010.

Vermont does not require gun permits, but some local governments do.
Illinois and Wisconsin do not offer concealed permits. Concealed carry is not allowed.

Recovery Agents

o Florida is one of 7 states licensing recovery agents.

o In Michigan, repossession of motor vehicles requires a collection agency license.

o Chicago, IL, began licensing repossessors in the summer of 2009.

e Although the following states do not license recovery agents, they do require an agent
give notice to local law enforcement when repossessing a vehicle: Colorado, Indiana,
Nevada, New Hampshire, Oklahoma,

e Some states that do not license recovery agents, including Maryland, do provide
repossession procedures in statute.

Security Guards
e The majority of states (42) license security guards.
e Mississippi requires armed security guards have a special gun permit, but does not license
the profession generally.

Private Investigators
e The majority of states (43) license private investigators.
e Missouri began licensing private investigators in January 2010.

Sellers of Travel
e Florida is one of 13 states licensing sellers of travel.
e Missouri and Virginia require travel clubs be registered.

Swine Garbage Feeders . . .
e Florida and several other states have primary enforcement responsibility under the federal
Swine Health Protection Act.
¢ A couple other states have cooperative licensing agreements.
e Others prohibit feeding garbage to swine altogether.

Talent Agents
e Florida is one of six states licensing talent agents in particular.
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e Another 18 states license all employment agencies that charge a fee to the job seeker:
o Alaska, Arizona, Arkansas, Connecticut, Illinois, Kansas, Maine, Maryland,
Massachusetts, Nevada, New Jersey, New York, North Carolina, North Dakota,
Pennsylvania, Utah, West Virginia, and Wyoming.

Telemarketers
o Twenty seven states license telemarketers.

Timeshares
o The majority of states (46) regulate timeshares.

Veterinarians
e Every state licenses veterinarians.

Yacht and Ship Brokers
o Florida is one of 8 states licensing yacht brokers.
¢ The following states have regulations governing the activities of yacht brokers, but do not
require licensure: Connecticut, Iowa, Rhode Island, Vermont
